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COMMENTS ON EXAMINER'S 
STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

Applicant agrees with the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 
except for the Examiners statements that (1) the bit stream arrangements are advantageous where 
a bit stream is stored and read from a storage device "having a relative slow data access time" for 
random accesses, and that (2) "only one pointer access" into a bit stream per row of tiles per 
resolution level at most is required to access a portion of a digital image. None of the 
independent claims recites these features, and these statements by the Examiner should not be 
read as inherently present or limiting the scope of the claims in any way.
